Amend the Law relating to Bills of Exchange and 
Promissory Notes in Ireland. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Ninth Year of the Preamble. 
Reign of King George the Eourth, Chapter Twenty-four, 
intituled “ An Act to repeal certain Acts, and to conso- 
“ lidate and amend the Laws relating to Bills of Exchange and 
5 cc Promissory Notes in Ireland And whereas it is expedient that 
the said Act should he amended, so far as relates to the Homs 
thereby prescribed for keeping open the Offices of Public Notaries 
in Ireland : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
10 and Temporal, and Co mm ons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows :
